Ref: Qualifications Procedures & Boat Minimum Weight 


Dear Participants, 
Ahead of the upcoming Qualification Runs, please take note of the following procedures: 


Warming Lap: 
Prior to the Qualification Runs, there will be one (01) Warming Lap with the following steps: 
1- Boat in Lane B will stop at the designated Start Gate (straight 1), and Boat in Lane A will stop at the 
designated Start Gate (Straight 2) as shown in Figure 1. 
2- Race Control will instruct the Boats to commence the One (01) Warming Lap. 
3- After completing the Warming Lap, Boats will proceed to the designated milling area for the 
Qualification Runs. 
4- Milling Area of Boat in Lane A will be the Red Buoy in Turn 2 and Red Buoy in Turn 1 for Boat running 
in Lane B. 


Qualification Runs Starting Procedure: 
When in the milling area, the starting procedure for the Qualification Runs will follow this order: 
1- Blue E1 Flag will be raised indicating the start of Two (02) minutes count down, and boats must 
circulate around their designated Milling Area anti-clockwise (as shown in Figure 2). 
2- When the Yellow Flag is raised, signalling the start of the 30-second countdown, boats must enter 
the Qualification course while keeping the Red Buoys on their left at the turns and the Yellow Buoy, 
located before the Start Gate, on their right (as shown in Figure 2). 
3- Upon completing the Qualification runs, the Yellow buoy after Turn 1, serves as the reference for 
exiting the course and keeping it on the right hand side as follow: 
a. Boat in Lane B: Continue around the full course until reaching the Yellow Buoy after Turn 1 
and then return to the Launch Zone. 
b. Boat in Lane A: Continue on the race course until reaching the Yellow Buoy after Turn 1 and 
then return to the Launch Zone. 


Red Flag Scenario: 
In the event that one of the boats comes to a stop in either of the two turns during the Qualification run, the 
following procedure will be implemented: 
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1- Red Flag will be raised, signalling the suspension of the session. The affected boat should immediately 
proceed to the designated milling area and await further instructions from Race Control. 

2- Once the danger is cleared from the course, a Yellow Flag will be raised, indicating the 
commencement of a 30-second countdown. 

3- The boat should then proceed to re-enter the Qualification Run to finish the remaining laps following 
the previously mentioned Qualification Run Start Procedure. 


Please familiarise yourselves with these procedures to ensure a smooth and fair Qualification process. 


Boat Minimum Weight: 

In regards to the minimum boat weight, following the meeting with SeaBird, the minimum boat weight is 
1,255kg calculated including all safety equipment, Pilot in race clothing and gear, including helmet, head & 
neck restrain system and race vest/cockpit suit.
